Officers Kelley and Anderson an- 


swered tho hurryup call, and when 
thej^ arrived at the Driscoll castle, 
"Paddy" was in full charge. Ho had 
locked all of the -doors and to the re- 
quest, of the police for admittance, 
he hurled back | defiance and bid 
them get in tho best way they could.

In falling, Officer Anderson's head 


struck Officer Kelley's, and it cut a 
nasty gash in 
tho former's 
head, 


while tlio latter had a very bad cut 
over the left eye. 
Driscoll struck a 


chair at the bottom of the stairs and 
lie was somewhat marked up. 


Officers Anderson and 
Kelley 
at 


the station were forced to get med- 
ical treatment, and the former was 
sent to his l\ome, while Oflicer 
Kel- 


ley with his head bandaged up re- 
mained on duty at the police station 
and special oflicer Weslon, who has 
been acting as captain of the night 
watch, took his heat.

tained From Petroleum. 


Naphtha is an intlammnble liquid 


which exudes from the soil In certain 
parts of Persia. Subsequently the use 
of tlie ,term, spread- to .include some 
.volatile oUs.foinifl.-in Europe nud even 
'Americav. .The p'ralnyt, of the oil Ilidds 
of 'southern Russia 'Is Iwuallv vailed 
naphtha, although It differs in'im way 
from the ordinary grades of pen-oleum. 


Naphtha properly includes the llghi- 


er oils which pass off first In the dis- 
tillation of petroleum, the gravities 
ranging from 90 to'l!2 degrees Iteaume. 
Pennsylvania crude ell contains from 
8 to 20 per cent of naphtha. 
In the 


refining of such naphtha several prod- 
ucts are obtained by fractional dlsliiln- 
tion. 
Those which, pass off lirsl— 


namely, rhlgolene and cymogeiu'—are 
gases at ordinary temperatures and 
are seldom saved. 
The next product. 


Is known as gasoline, a material large- 
ly used In machines and for illuminat- 
ing purposes. 
After this come stove 


naphtha and gas naphtha, the hitler 
being the base of much of the illumi- 
nating gafi now made. 


Petroleum naphtha is often trealed 


with chemicals lo deodorize il. Naph- 
tha may also be made in the distilla- 
tion of wood and coal tar.—Xew Vor!;

The reason commonly given for the

plain its origin, but Its universal adop- 
tion is due to a deeper reason—namely, 
that the second person singular of tlie 
verb Is a complicated and difficult 
form, while tho second person plural 
Is simple to tho last degree. 


With every principal verb In Ihe lan- 


guage aud with every auxiliary except 
"must" the pronoun "thou" requires a 
special change in tlie form of tho verb, 
which Is often the only break In an 
otherwise uniform scries. Thus In the 
present tense of every verb, with tho 
single exception of tho verb "be," the 
pronoun "yon" employs the unchange 
root form of the verb, as "you lovi 
mvc, can do. shall, will." etc.. whll 
'thou" required a change of form, n 
'thou lovcst hast, canst, dost, shal 
wilt." etc.
